SAVANNAH, July 28 — There 
will be no “big rush” for addi- 
tional sugar supplies despite 
end of rationing for industrial 
users.

He said that eventually the in- 
dustrial users will get more sugar 
but for the time being the refin- 
eries will try to spread the supply 
“as evenly as possible.” 

As the rationing control was 
abruptly ended by the Agriculture 
Department certain “inventory 
controls” were clamped on to pre- 
vent any “mad scramble” for the 
commodity. 

Blaming Congress for “failing to 
appropriate the necessary funds,’ 
the Department scrapped indus- 
trial rationing at noon (EDT). 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son had asked Congress for $710,- 
000 to administer industrial ra- 
tioning and price controls. The 


House approved the full request, 
but the Senate chopper the funds 
to $210,000. 

A joint Senate-House Confer- 
ence Committee agreed on the 
lower figure during the adjourn- 
ment rush despite warnings by 
Agriculture officials that it would 
“mean the end of rationing.” 

The new. inventory controls 
limit the sugar holdings of an in- 
dividual to a maximum of 2,000 
pounds. Wholesalers and retailers 
are limited to the quantity of 
sugar they sold during the preced- 
ing month. Industrial and institu- 
tional users must hold their in- 
ventories to 140 percent of the 
quantity used in the previous 
year. 

A Department spokesman said 
the inventory controls were de- 
signed to check the possibility of 
a “mad rush for sugar” by candy- 
makers, bakeries, soft-drink manu 
facturers and other big industrial 
users. 


AAA Field Service Told 
To Resumenoil Program 


WASHINGTON, July 28—(AP)—The Agriculture Depart- 
ment gave its far-flung AAA field service the word Monday 


to “resume operations” 


in signing up farmers to carry out 


its $265,000,000 soil conservation program for 1947. 


Under the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Agency program, farmers 
receive cash and materials—prin- 
cipally lime and _ fertilizers—for 
carrying out approved soil and 
water conservation practices. With 
its setup of more than 100,000 
farmer committeemen, the pro}- 
was inaugurated in the early 
days of the New Deal. It was halt- 
ed two months ago when the 
House voted to appropriate only 
$165,000,000 for it this year and 
to end it altogether next year. 

The AAA had worked out a 
$300,000,000 program and _ Pres! 
dent Truman had recommended 
that amount in his budget report 
to Congress.
